Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 5, 7, and 9 are allowed. 

Claim 1-2, 5, 7, and 9 are independent claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1 and 5, the present invention from the application discloses a printing 
system and method comprising " a correcting section (step) adapted to correct the second image 
information based on a quantity of heat shrinkage of the recording medium generated by the 
heating operation in the fixing section" . 
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As to claim 2, the present invention from the application discloses a printing system 
comprises provided in at least the second printer, for correcting the second image information 
based on a quantity of heat shrinkage of the recording medium generated by the heating 
operation in the fixing section". 

As to claim 7 and 9, the present invention from the application discloses a printing 
system and method comprising " a correcting section adapted to determine a quantity of heat 
shrinkage of the recording medium generated by the heating operation in the fixing section based 
on outputs from the first detecting section and the second detecting section so as to correct the 
second image information based on the quantity of heat shrinkage". 

However, prior art from an electronic text search fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations of claims 1-2, 5, 7, and 9 obvious.
